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Report of Trustees of Town Trust Funds 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Claremont, qualified to vote in 
Town Meeting: 


In this year’s report of the trustees of trust funds, some things 
that are not generally known to the public should be explained. 


The trustees have tried this past year to equalize the funds sc 
that each bank has its proportionate share. They are evenly 
divided between the Peoples National Bank, Claremont National 
Bank and the Claremont Savings Bank. The trustees feel that 
this will make for better harmony among the banks of Claremont 
and that it is the only fair manner in which to handle Town money. 


The town trust funds amount to some over $400,000.00 and it 
would seem to the trustees that the voters should elect to the 
office of trustee men who are familiar with investments that the 
funds may be administered in the most efficient manner. 


It is hoped therefore that each year a trustee will be elected 
from each of the three banks so that eventually the board of 
trustees will consist of a representative from the Peoples National 
Bank, Claremont National Bank and the Claremont Savings Bank. 


The Trust funds are in fairly good shape. There is some 
“deadwood” in the funds but for the most part this “deadwood” 
consists of securities that it does not seem feasible to sell at the 
present market. The market on the same will be watched and 
they will be disposed of when and if the trustees feel is the 
opportune time to dispose of them. 


The Treasurer has installed a much more simple and complete 
record for these funds that will save the town money over a period 
of years and also simplify the work of the town auditors. 


The treasurer will be very glad to explain to anyone the 
condition of each fund and answer any questions that may arise 
regarding the same. —

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REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF FISKE FREE LIBRARY 


There has been increased use of the library this year due large- 
ly to the fact that an increase in the appropriation has made it 
possible for us to have more new books for our readers. 


83,520 books and magazines were circulated which was a gain 
of 5,000 over last year. The largest gains other than fiction, were 
in social science, useful arts, literature, travel and biography. 


The inter-library loan service which is growing in importance 
has been shared in both by borrowing and lending. 


To meet requests for books which the library did not have, we 
as usual relied on the State Library. A number of, books have been 
borrowed from Manchester, the New Hampshire University 
Library and the Dartmouth College Library. 

We have added 1,220 books of which 102 were gifts. 

The really important service added to Claremont this year and 
to every town in Sullivan County was the Bookmobile service of 
the Public Library Commission. Since September Miss Humphreys 
has made monthly trips to each town. Many schools and remote 
sections have thus been very easily supplied with books. 

The usual activities have been carried on and we have tried to 
cooperate with all who have made special requests. We have 
loaned books to the Public Schools, the Parochial School, Frances 
J. Tolles Home, Rural Women’s Reading Club and the Newbury 
Library. 

Members of Miss Carr’s and Miss Scott’s classes came in groups 
to learn something about the arrangement and use of the library. 

Books have béen called to the attention of the public by bulletin 
board, newspaper publicity and table exhibits. 

Two library conferences have been attended, the N. H. L. A. 
at Durham, and the district meeting at Newport. Miss Converse 
was reelected secretary of District No. 6. Miss Converse also at- 
tended the two weeks Summer School session at Durham. 

Good Book Week was observed in November by an exhibit of 
books from the Carolyn Stoughton Bookshop.

CHIEF ENGINEER’S REPORT 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


Three hundred and thirty-one still and nine bell alarms were 
received at the Central fire station, for the twelve months ending 
January 31, 1939, for a total of 340 alarms, to which the depart- 
ment responded during the year, this was eleven more than the 
previous year, 

Still calls once more were instrumental in checking at an early 
stage blazes which otherwise might have necessitated bell alarms 
and caused more serious losses.

HYDRANTS 


One new hydrant has been added during the last twelve 
months to the Town System. This hydrant, located in Slab City 
adds greatly to fire protection in that locality. 


FIRE ALARM SYSTEM 


No new fire alarm boxes have been installed during the past 
year. Some of the older boxes protecting valuable property, 
should be replaced with new and up to date boxes, an additional 
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box to the business district would bring the system to a high level 
of efficiency. 

The new portable flood lighting plant purchased last Spring, 
has proven very valuable at fires and other emergencies. 

The department has on hand 5,900 feet of 2% inch hose, 
1,400 feet of this is single jacket, and old;. also 900 feet of 1% 
inch single jacket hose.

I wish to express my appreciation of the excellent cooperation 
rendered by all, including members of the Department, telephone 
Co., Police Officers and the public in general in keeping Claremont’s 
fire loss at a low level during the past year. This cooperation has 
been very gratifying to me, and highly beneficial to the public in 
general.

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


To the Board of Selectmen: - 


In this my annual report for the fiscal year of 1938, I am 
pleased to announce, that for the third successive year, a new low 
record has been established in the number of communicable 
diseases in Claremont. 


A total of ninety-seven cases have been reported under the 
following classification, a decrease of about thirty per cent, as 
compared with the record of the year previous. Cases reported 
are, 4 cases chicken pox; 2 german measles; 1 ophthalmia 
neonatorum; 1 influenza; 2 measles; 9 pneumonia; 26 scarlet 
fever; 30 tuberculosis; 2 undulant fever; 2 whooping cough; 18 
venereal disease. 

The only deaths in this classification were those from influenza, 
phnuemonia and tuberculosis. 

Diphtheria Control— 

Diphtheria immunization for the prevention of this disease 
has been continued as in former years by the health department, 
with free toxoid inocculations given to 170 children this year. 
Vaccination— 

Acting in accordance with the requirements of Chapter 123 
Public Laws of New Hampshire, 225 school children were 
vaccinated at the beginning of the school year under direction of 
the Board of Health. 

Sanitation— 


The duties of the health officer pertaining to sanitation, cover 
a varied field of activities, one of the most important is the control 
and suppression of nuisances; the term “nuisance” is susceptable 
to broad interpretation, being applicable te any thing, condition, 
or practice, which can be deemed inimicable to the public health, 
or generally offensive to the sense of sight or smell. Whether or 
not a thing is a nuisance, is for the health officer to determine, 
and in this the law gives him a wide latitude, with the exercise of 
due reasonableness and discretion on his part. 

One hundred and thirty nuisance complaints were registered 
during the year. In every case where conditions were found to 
support the complaint, action was taken to abate the nuisance. 
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Routine inspections have been made of the food handling 
stores, restaurants, ice cream parlors, barber shops, fruit stores, 
and drink dispensing establishments. 


The proprietors of these establishments, as a whole are giving 
active cooperation in carrying cut the requirements of State and 
Federal laws pertaining to the sale and display of food stuffs and 
beverages. 


Water and Milk analysis— 


The Grannis water system is given periodic inspection and 
analysis, the results showing the water of excellent quality. 


Samples of water from many private springs and wells have 
been submitted to the State Laboratory, the majority of these 
involving a complete sanitary analysis. 


Samples of milk from Claremont producers and dealers were 
submitted to the Laboratory when requested by the State Board 
of Health. 


I wish to thank the physicians of Claremont, the nurses 
connected with public health work here, for the cooperation and 
assistance in carrying on the work of the health department for 
the past year.

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REPORT OF THE NEW HAMPSHIRE TUBERCULOSIS 
ASSOCIATION CLINIC AND NURSING SERVICE 
IN CLAREMONT, 1938 


The New Hampshire Tuberculosis Association continued the 
case finding, follow-up and clinic service for the citizens of 
Claremont during the year 1938.

Besides the regular diagnostic clinic service, the Association 
in cooperation with the State Board of Education and the local 
Board of Education and Health department, conducted a Tuberculin 
Skin test Demonstration at Stevens High School, April 5, 1938. 
The Tuberculin Test was given to 226 students of the Junior and 
Senior classes, also twenty contact children and 10 adults. Of 
the 72 reactors, 65 persons had the benefit of an X-ray of chest. 
As a result of X-ray findings and chest examination 27 were 
diagnosed as childhood type of tuberculosis, entirely healed. Two 
children previously contact cases are now under treatment at 
State Sanatoria. 


The Christmas Seal Sale provides the funds to carry on all 
our services. Besides furnishing funds Christmas Seals furnish 
the health education and spread the message of prevention and 
cure of tuberculosis. This Association extends to the people of 
Claremont who have assisted financially and in so many other ways 
its sincere appreciation and gratitude for their steadfast and 
generous support.

About 280 visits have been made to producers and dealers 
selling milk and milk products in Claremont during the past year. 


Milk samples have been taken and run in our own laboratory. 
Any cows showing any form of infection in their udders, that 
was dangerous to human consumption, have been removed. 


No cattle have been found to have tuberculosis thus far this 
year. A great many have been tested for Bang’s Disease and 
reactors removed and slaughtered. 


There are now three pasturization plants operating in 
Claremont. One new one was added this year. One grade A 
plant and 98 other producers and dealers. 


Two plants have been discontinued as not being able to produce 
clean milk, one of them later fixed up and was reinstated. 


Again I wish to call attention to the consumers and dealers 
to notify the milk inspector immediately of any complaints and I 
will try and remedy them.
